The main building of the mill, which 
was brick, was entirely gutted by the 
blaze before the firemen could put a 
check to the fire, nnd the local fire 
fighters were hard pressed to save 
the saw mill which stood a short Uis- 
tance from the burning structure. 


The flour mill proper is almost a 


total ruin. 
The building and ma- 


chinery destroyed 
was valued 
at 


about 
$12.000 although the exact 


loss has not been ascertained. 
The 


mill was owned by a company in 
which O. L. Shipley, .T. W. Earle, of 
this place, and Frederick Barnes, of 
Plymouth. Ohio. were the principal 
stockholders.

fire there was very little flour in the 
building, but 1,200 or 1.300 bushels 
of wheat belonging to. neighboring 
farmers was destroyed.

Woodlawn avenue, San Antonio, he 
sent the following telegram: 


"Dear Mamma: 
I have, please re- 


member unintentionally, shot a news 
woman. Don't get excited." 


Henderson, who Is 16 ears old, said 


he had been saving his 
money 
for 


months to enable him to spend his 
vacation in New York. 


All the evidence sustains Hender- 


son's story that his weapon was dis- 
charged in falling from 
his 
pocket 


while he was paying the woman who 
was his victim for a newspaper he had 
just purchased of her. The woman was 
Mrs. Rose Malcheode. a 
newspaper 


vender at the Brooklyn bridge. 
She 


identified Henderson as the person who 
shot her and 'shortly after died at the 
hospital.

THE STATEHOOD VETO. 


President Taft has vetoed the New Mexico-Arizona 


joint-statehood bill. Last winter, when the constitu- 
tional convention of Arizona was framing the organic. 
law for the new state and had under consideration the 
section providing for recall of the judiciary, President 
Taft made known that he strongly disapproved apply- 
ing the principle of the recall to judges and made his 
intimations clear that no statehood bill embodying that 
provision could have executive approval. During the 
pendency of the statehood bill in congress lie repeated 
his intimations and no doubt made quiet employment 
of his influence to divert congress from acceptance of 
the Arizona constitution with that feature persisting. 
Congress refused to be swerved by influences within 
or without and in each branch the statehood bill had 
a. decisive majority. 
Since the passage of the bill the 


intention of the president to veto it had been well 
known. 


President Taft presents in his message a strong and 


well-reasoned argument against the recall as applied 
to the judiciary and points out what he views as its 
potentialities for disorganizing courts, obstructing jus- 
tice and imperilling government. But these are simply 
and solely the views of an executive charged with re- 
sponsibilities in the case and of a lawyer well learned 
in the law. There are in the house and senate as 
single-minded patriots and as good lawyers as Presi- 
dent Taft, and of these many not only supported but 
affirmatively approved the phase of the Arizona consti- 
tution to which the president objects. Their responsi- 
bility on the one hand is as great as the president's 01; 
the other. In this issue it is the opinion of President 
Taft against the opinionsc of a great majority of the 
members of congress. Both cannot be right save to 
hold in common entire honesty of purpose. 
Xcither 


side can go any farther to prove its case than abstract 
argument, academic opinion or citations of history and 
precedent may go. 


The people of Arizona have adopted their constitu- 


tion ; a great majority of the representatives of the peo- 
ple in congress have confirmed it. 
President Taft 


stands only for his own opinion of it, and with no 
means whatever of knowing that his opinion is right. 
Unless the supporters of the statehood bill are strong 
enough to override the veto the people of Arizona and 
New Mexico may see realization of their cherished 
dream of full sisterhood with the states again deferred. 
On the other hand, an enabling bill with the judiciary 
recall feature dropped out may be passed, and it will 
then be up to the people of Ari/rmn to nullify the veto 
by restoring the recall to their constitution after be- 
coming a state, an expedient the president will then 
have no power to obstruct. 


The insane heartlessness of a mob has had no better 


and certainly no more shocking illustration than the 
burning of the negro at Coatesville, Pa. 
It does not 


appear that the gathering of the male populace of the 
vicinage about the hospital where the desperately 
wounded negro was being cared for and guarded had 
in mind any desperate expedient for blood vengeance 
by mob law until leadership spontaneously and sud- 
denly thrust itself upon the crowd, but was moved to 
assemble in large part by the natural curiosity of people 
to whom excitement is rare. But the spontaneity with 
which the crowd caught up the first cry of vengeance 
shows how quickly reason can be subjugated, brutal 
instincts kindled to flame and race prejudice fanned to 
overmastering passion. 
In all its circumstances the 


Coatesville affair can be ranked ahead of its kind. 


It is pleasant to note the systematic fashion tht 


north side folks arc proceeding to carry forward their 
improvement plans. Organization is not less necessary 
nor less fruitful of results in a civic movement of tlv; 
sort than it is in purely 'political enterprises. It means 
enlistment of the people in an aggressive campaign, 
not a brief season of shouting and then silence and 
futility. 
The. people will get what they want when 


they render their purpose unmistakably clear and show 
that they can be made satisfied only by possession of 
what they are after. The work on the north side is 
afoot in admirable fashion and it cannot fail if the peo- 
ple will persist. 


"If Dr. Keblcr testified that officials of the bureau 


of chemistry are prohibited from giving information to 
members of congress, he lied." In this wise Solicitor 
McCabe, who has been coining rapidly to the front in 
the Wiley investigation, expelled from his system the 
bitterness that has brewed within him from the heat 
untoward incidents of the probing have kindled under 
that impregnable front with which he has seemed to 
terrorize the chemical bureau of the agricultural de- 
partment. 
Finally Solicitor McCabe was made tn see 


the wisdom of wholly withdrawing his genteel and 
considerate, remark. But that should not end the inci- 
dent. Members of congress might to be able to shed 
some light on the ease or difficulty with which informa- 
tion has been procurable from the bureau 
officials. 


Senator Lorimer will come hack to the next scssior 


of congress simply because it is not practicable to com- 
plete the inquiry now under way during the present 
session. The senate already has enough evidence upon 
which to dispose of the senator, but merely to fire Lori- 
mer will not expose the big criminals in the case nor 
go far to extirpate Lorimerism. 


The senate, pursuant to formal request of the Wis- 


consin state senate, has resolved to investigate ihe elec- 
tion of United States' Senator Stephenson. This will 
doubtless give that Admirable Crichton, Mr. Ed Mines 
another opportunity to disclose his value to the people 
of the United States in general. 


If Colonel Astor is determined to wed the young 


women he has nominated to the position of No. 2 
doubtless there is no way to prevent it; but he is learn- 
ing a lot of things about himself that in all probabilit) 
he never suspected and does not more than half 
now.

Fatal Flights at the 


Chicago Meet. 


ONE DROWNS IN LAKE 


Chicago, Aug. 16.—Two 
aviators, 


William R. Badger, of Pittsburg, and 
St. Croix Johnstone. of Chicago, both 
young men, lost their lives at the In- 
ternational Aviation meet here 
late 


yesterday afternoon. In dying, both 
reveled the failty of the craft 
li 


•which two score more aviators were 
curving and gliding about in the air 


vith scarcely a pause for the deaths 


their contemporaries. 


Deaths in both cases was due to 


unexplainable accidents, probably the 
results of defects in the mechanicism 
of the machines, and was In no way 
caused by carelessness nor lack of re- 
sponsibility of the drivers. 


Killed in Aviation Field. 


Badger, a wealthy youth, careened 


to his death in a pit in tne aviation 
field. There had been a flaw in one 
of the wings of the propeller of the 
Baldwin machine he drove. 
Centri- 


fugal force broke the propeller, upset 
the delicate equilibrium of the machine 
and Badger dashed one hundred feet 
to the bottom of the pit. His neck was 
broken. 


Johnstone fell five hundred feet un- 


der his engine and was drowned as 
the result of an equally unsuspected 
defect. 
Caught under the heavy en- 


gine in the Moissant monoplane, he 
was carried deep into Lake Michigan 
and his body was not brought to the 
surface until an hour later. 


Badger lived for three-quarters o 


an hour after he had been extricate.

Was Amateur Birdmmn. 


Badger flow as he formerly drove 


racing automobiles, purely as an ama- 
teur. 
He was the step-son of John 


Goettman, of Plttsburg. and was 25 
years old. He possessed an independ- 
ent fortune and gratified a well de- 
veloped speed mania. 
In the 
early 


days of automobiles he was among the 
first to make amateur records at Day- 
tona and Palm Beach. He was an in- 
timate friend of Louis Strang. the au- 
tomobile race driver who died beneath 
the engine of an automobile in Wis- 
consin a month ago. 


Through Strang. Badger became in- 


terested in aeroplanes and both be- 
came amateur aviators. The meet 
here, which began last Sunday, was 
Badger's first appearance. 
The big 


mechlhical signboard, after his death, 
recorded that he had flown up to today 
just 2 hours 13 minutes and 19 sec- 
onds. The flight that ended his life 
had earned him possibly an hour mure 
when he fell. 


Fell in Front of Grandstand. 


He fell just in front of the center of 


the grandstand and thousands of spec 
tators were within a 
few 
hundred 


yards of the 
accident. 
Hundreds 


eaped the fence, fought past the Hn? 
of police and rushed into the pit where 
the wrecked biplane lay. There was a 
near panic in the field and numerous 
heads were cracked by police clubs. In 
the general crowd, largely sprlnklec 
with women, there was a, craning of 
necks and a murmur of excitement 
The injury was announced through thf 
megaphone and 
five minutes later j 


while Badger was on his way to a 
hospital, attention was averted to the 
men still flying, any of whom offered 
possibilities of similar thrills and pos- 
sible fatalities. 


Wife 8««s Him Killed. 


Johnstone's accident was due. ac- 


cording to expert aviators, to same 
unexpected flaw In the mechanician! of 
his monoplane- Just what It was prob- 
ably will never be known as the en - 
glne is deep in the lake, and the wood 
and canvas of the plane were broken 
and shattered with 
the tremendous 


Impact with the surface of the water. 


Johnstone's actual 
fall 
was wit- 


nessed by his young wife, but it was 
not until half an hour later that she 
was Informed of his death. 


As the monoplane faltered In mid- 


air then crashed downward to the 
surface of the lake, the young avi- 
ator's wife, who had been following 
his fllgrit closely, grasped a mechanic 3 
arm and exclaimed In fear: 
"Oh. oh. 


pity; he's falling. 
My boy will be 


killed." 
Try to R»«««ur» Young Woman. 
Wives of a half dozen other aviators 


whose attention hod been riveted . on 
the plunging machine thnt was to car- 
ry the second victim of the day to his 
death, rushed to Mrs. Johnstone's sld-i. 
and as the machine hurtled into tho 
lake and out of sight they tried to as- 
sure her that Johnstone would , suft?r 
nothing worse than a ducking. 


"Possibly not," exclaimed the fear- 


stricken wife, "but you could sec,the 
way the machine plunged that St. 
Croix had completely lost control of it 
Oh. why don't they.hurry up and get 
out to him. Some of you men muut 
take me to a boat so I can go out. and 
help him." 


But by this time a half dozen me- 


chanics and hangar. 
Attaches had 


ruahcd up to the group. They whis- 
pered to the women surrounding Mrs. 
Johnstone that she must be taken 
back to her apartments In a Michi- 
gan avenue hotel. 
For several min- 


utes Mrs. Johnstone pleaded to be al- 
lowed to cross the field and out to the 
lake, where 
her husband's machine 


had plunged. 
Conceal Truth From Her. 


Then another mechanic rushed up to 


the group and assured Mrs. Johnstone 
that her husband had been plucked out 
of the lake unharmed, that a boat was 
bringing him ashore and that he wou'd 
join her in the hotel immediately. 


ReasRured 
by this 
information, 


which had been deliberately invented 
to calm the fears of the aviator's wife, 
she went hack to her hotel and hur- 
riedly laid out dry apparel for her 
husband. For half an hour and more 
she waited, then a member of the 
Johnstone family took her word of the 
aviator's death- The young wife was 
prostrated.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 16.—A ver- 


:ebra of a prehistoric mastodon who 
roamed the plains of Minnesota 200,- 
000 years ago, before 
the 
glaciers 


sweeping down from the north had 
devastated the feedine grounds of its 
<ind, exhumed recvtly at Albert Lea 
3y workmen excavating for a cellar, 
has just been received by the depart- 
ment of zoology at the university and 
installed in the museum. 
Discovered 


in a state where little research work 
in prehistoric life has been done, it is 
considered 
by university specialists 


as a most valuable contribution to 
world-wide science. 


It is the second discovery 
of the' 


kind made in Minnesota.- Seven years 
ago a knee bone and leg bone of a 
mastodon wer found at Bralnerd, near 
White Fish lake, by 3. workman dig- 
ging a ditch and sent to the university 
museum. 
A year ago the head of a 


mastodon, found near Valentine, Neb., 
consisting of the upper Jaw, tusks and 
neck bones, was sent to the university, 
where it Is now on exhibit. The three 
exhibits, representing 
the 
different 


parts of the body, give a good idea of 
the size and shape of the pre-glaclal 
beast. 


The vertebra discovered at Albert 


Lea was found twelve feet below the 
surface of the ground in the glacial 
drift by Charles E. Hay. It is called 
.the atlas bone, a vertebra located at 
the neck, and is of enormous 
size, 


measuring two feet across from shoul- 
der to shoulder. From the top of tho 
neck down it is fully a foot deep. The 
bone is carefully preserved In every 
detail, there being no sign of crumb- 
ling or decay. 


Bone Found Alone. 


Though the excavation at 
Albert 


Lea was prolonged In the hope of find- 
ing other parts of th« skeleton, none 
was discovered. The absence of other 
bones, however, is easily explained by 
experts In palenthology at the uni- 
versity. 
Members of the department 


say cnrnlverous beast* of that period

which It lay, and from what Is known 
of the animal from numerous other 
discoveries in the cast and west, for 
It Is a distinct American species. The 
mnstodon became extinct In the period 
following the pleistocene. 


An exhaustive treatise on the "Age 


of Animals," just published by Prof. 
Henry F. Osborn. vertebrate paleontol- 
ogist of the United States geological 
survey, geology department of Colum- 
bia university and curator of verte- 
brate pa'eontogoly In the American 
Museum of Natural History, fully de- 
scribes the life and history of 
the 


mastodon. 


Description of Beast. 


Prof. Osborn says 
the mastodon, 


compared with the North American 
mammoth, which lived'"at the sa,me 
time, was 
distinguished by Its low 


forehead. Its short massive limbs and 
Its enormously broad back 
at 
the 


rear. While the mammoth reached, a 
height of fourteen feet, the average 
height of the mastodon was hardly ten 
feet. 
Its tusks often 
attained 
the 


length of ten feet and Its body was 
\ covered by long, coarse, brown hair, 
1 
with an undercooling of wool. 
The 


front, legs were much longer than the 
hind legs, the great wide body being 
of enormous weight. 


The feeding ground of the masto- 


don covered the whole United States 
as far north as Winnipeg, Canada, al- 
though traces of It have been found 
in Nova Scotia and Alaska. At that 
time there was a great plain from the 
Rocky mountains to the Alleghenies 
and from Kentucky to 
the 
Alaska, 


which varying but little in tempera- 
ture in its entire e'i'ent, grew vegeta- 
tion very much alike in 
all 
parts. 


There 
the mastodons roamed 
from 


place to place in search of food In 
great droves, as numerous, says Prof. 
Osiiorn, as the buffalo in the early 
part of the last century. 
And there, 


through the early and middle stages 
of the pleistocene period, they con- 
tinued to live for thousands of years 
until the age of glaciers carne, de- 
stroying their feeding grounds, and 
driving them to new 
and unaccus- 


tomed hnunts far to the south, sub- 
jecting tbem to an 
environment so 


radically different as to destroy their 
race. 


Prof. Osborn. with other scientists 


of repute, believes that the great snow 
blanket that fell during the glacial 
period, covering the natural food sup- 
ply of the mnstodon, was one of Hie 
chief causes of its extinction. Many 
of them died from starvation. 
The 


survivors who wandered south were 
subjected to new conditions of life on 
which they could not survive. These 
conditions 
resulted 
In 
diminished 


herds, 
enforced 
migrations, 
over- 


crowding of new areas, new relations 
with different enemies, and a host of 
other influences 
under 
which 
they 


coulrl not live. 


Queer Looking Men. 


Whether n pre-hlstorlc type of man 


lived In America at the time of the 
mastodon has not beon definitely de- 
termined by science. 
In Europe, cr>- 


Inoldenl with the mristodonlc period, 
there lived a. strange, gorilla-shaped 
mnn, skelMnn* of whom have been' 
found in Southern Europe. This man, 


feet three inches tall, of a squat but, 
povrerful build, stooped in gait withj 
bending knees, with a receding fore- 
head and slender jaw. but a powerful 
neck from the eating of raw meat. In 
several Instances crude arrowheads of 
fiint have been found imbedded lu the 
bones 
of mastodons uncovered 
in 


America, which leads scientists to be- 
lieve the pre--historic man 
lived in 


Minnesota 200,000 years ago, but as r>.-> 
skeletons of this supposed man havo 
been found as in Europe the point is 
still in doubt. The skeleton remains 
of an early Indian have been found in 
a number of Instances, but there is no 
assurance that this man-type live'J 
during the pleistocene period.

There -njere bears far larger than the 
modern grizzly, with front feet twice 
as big. great gloths built like kan- 
garoos but big as small elephants, gi- 
gantic glyptodonts with shells like 
tutles, an armored tall, bear-like feet 
and goat-like heads, and saber toothed 
cats who preyed upon the mastodon. 
Tapirs were abundant in the south 
and southeast, and droves of horses,

Deer and moose 
not much different from the modern 
animals, herds of llamas, giant beaver- 
like rodents, large lions, 
peccaries, 


musk oxen and mountain goats lived 
in the same plain belt.

In Indianapolis, November « to 11, is 
going to be far more than an exposi- 
tion of fruit. It is to be a school of 
Instruction for orchardists and it will 
give, them detailed information on all 
phases of. apple culture. It is expect- 
ed that the exhibitors will attend the 
show in large numbers, that they mjy 
see and hear for themselves all the 
exposition has to offer in practical in- 
struction which a grower may turn 
to profit In his own orchard. 


The commission 
appointed by the 


Indiana State Horticultural society to 
conduct the show 
expects 
the ex- 


hibitors to get much information and 
experience out of their preparations 
for It. especially In picking, grading- 
and packing the fruit for exhibition 
The old method Of sending a small 
boy Into a tree to shake down the ap- 
ples, tossing the fruit into a barrel 
and emptying the barrel through 3 
window Into the cellar, no longer pre- 
vails among up-to-date orchardists.
